PLANT FliUIT TREKS. 


How many there ara who scarcely know 


tho last of good, ripo, [fresh fruit! 
(And 


yet with what caso onr most common and 
delicious varieties can bo grown if attended 
to in season. Every one who has a-few 
rods of ground under his control can in limo 
havo a good supply of cherries, grapes, 
peaches, pears, 
plums, aud opples fresli 


from Ihe free. 
And it you havo hut a limi- 


fed space of land set sii or eight, moro or 
less, of (he best varieties of apple frees— 
some twenty or moro feet apart—and then 
set poar and peach trees between them 


GO as to economizs ths ground. Peach trees 
especially will do better among olher trees 
whero they will bo protected against high 
winds and severe cold. Plums and prapes 
may bs put into odd corners and trained 
to suit convenience. 


If ono has n taste, or will cultivate- n lislo 


for these things, he- may in a few years sup- 
ply himself with fheao priceless luxuries, 
and havo but little e-ipenso in doing it; 
JOB, It will bo n pleasant pastime for his 
leisure hours. To keep up a supply of trees 
ono can raiso them in a lilllo nursery bed. 
Plant Ihe choicest varieties of peach-stones 
and you will gel nearly Iho same from the 
trees that gnsw ; and with duo culluro a 
peach will como to bearing in thrco or four 
years. And so, also, wilh plums and cher- 
ries, 3 ct wilh less certainly. Pear Irees and 
applo trees can be obtained from sprouts 
which spring up undor th6 older trees. Set 
these In n rich bod and graft with such 
varieties as you desiro, and. BS Iho years 
passsvfay, you will have now trcos con- 
stantly at hand lo set out for Ihe future. 


But by far tlio better way is to purchase 
your Irees or somo reliable nurseryman, and 


if they aro grown near home it is very ir.nch 
in Iheir favor.

thing*, socillwl, are of great advantage for 
farmers to knoiv. 


Tti» rootd of plants act sa if endoired with 


intelligence; running lo considerable dis- 
tances and sending out rootlets [in varylug 
directions, 
in long slujjte lines and In 


buaohea of iutertwiulng llbrcs, and all !n 
witch of material _for growth. Tha farmer 
believes that large quantities of crude or 
"Jong" mauure ore necessary for [he nourish- 
ment of plants, but the material laken up 
by I be roots must bo In the form of a 
solution. Coarse fmanure contains a pro- 
portionbf Bush sails fa plants need for their 
growth, and Ilia solution of those salta Is the 
only material that plant? take up from the 
soil. 


The roots and leaves cannot act inde- 


pendently of each other, though each bas 
• •eparato function. 
Both work together 


for [be growth of the plant, 
Tho roota 


Uke up water and force it to the leaves ; 
they bare an immensa power, or vital 
force, or whatever It may be called, which 
sends the water with whatever it holds in 
•olallon to tho remotest branch and leaf. 
The root power lhat thus forces the sap to 
tlie tops of the gigantic California pines 
mast be immense. Even in n tender suc- 
culent plint iiko a Equash vine tlie root 
forc« has been tested with a mercurial gauge 
aud found lo bo sufficient to lift a column 
of water a hundred feet high.; and in au 
eiperiment on the college farm the forco 
of the growth of a squash was found to bo 
Buffleieat to lift a weight of several tLou- 
sand pounds. 


It la11 common supposition I bat the sap 


flowi upward iu tha Spring, and downward 
ia the Fall, carrying with It back to tlie sol! 
M effete matter whatever ths plant cannot 
iMinulite, and thus poisoning the soil so 
thtttheume crop will not do well again 
until after rotation. 
But .tha truth is that 


no effete mutter, is thus thrown off 
The 


water is forced up through the living wood 
•ndatxratOS.per cent, of it in evaporated 
through the leaves, which under the action 
ot sunlight absorb carbon from the atmos- 
phere, and tho carbon uniting with tho sap 
form with it various dydroosrbo'ns which 
go to; form tha material of plants —oi! 
eUrch, «ug«r, woody fibre. Tho now wood 
growth Is thrown off and deposited from tho 
inner surface of tho bark; and not from the 
outer surface of the wood. 
Tbero can" thus 


be no growth eicept when the leaves nre in 
action.. To show iiiny the wood Is depos- 
ited, Prof. Stockhrldge eihibitcd a section 
from an elm sapling Irom which tbe bark 
had been removed in the Spring, nnd alter 
covering the naked wood with tin plate the 
bai'khad been replaced over it ns neatly ss 
possible BO as not to interrupt tho circula- 
tion of ftp. 
In tho fall Iba tree was cut 


down and the new layer of wood was found 
to u» outside the tin. 


The objector may. say that cut saw logs 


sometimes sprout without tho aid of roots 
or leaves, but this growth is only the ei- 
pondituro of unused material that bad not 
been deposited when tho treo was cut. 


Girdling or stripping the bark from a trea 


Is sore to prove fatal in time, though the 
tree may live a few years. The bare wood 
becomes dry after a time and will not con- 
duct the up upward, and no new grow this 
deposited in the roots or below the tare 
spot, unless from the action of leaves on a 
branch springing from below the girdled 
point; for the descending sap loaded with 
hydrocarbons cannot pass the baro wood. 
But t girdled tree, as if seeming to know 
lhat its days s:0 numbered, devotes its ener- 
gies more to reproduction than to growth and 
consequently bears a great deal of fruit. 


Well, of what benefit are all theso soien- 


titto theories ? says tho farmer. We find 
that girdling.will compel fruit firowth, and 
hasten it as' well, so that Concord, Isabella, 
«od other late grapes can be perfected in 
the New England climate. If the object is 
to compel a vine to be fruitful, tho girdling 
should bo dono as soon as tbe leaves afart in 
tbe Spring, but if nothing is required but 
to hasten, tha mi'.urity of fruit it may be 
deUyedlill after tha grapes are set. Any 
fruit treca disposed to run to wood and 
bear no fruit can bo thus treated ; and if 
the girdling is very narrow, say an eighth 
of an inch or leas, the new wood or bark 
will bridge over the space nnd save the 
life of the tree. 


Soma people cut off grape loaves to allow 


the fruit to ripen, but tho truth is as slated 
baforn that it cannot ripen without the 
leaves. 
; 


Many Udiea suppose it is impossible to se- 


cure > hetlthy growth of house plants wilh- 
ont miking free usa of hen manure, horse 
manure, or something of that kind. Leaf 
mould, stamp mould, or decayed vegetable 
j'ibre in some form, is necessary, for its ca- 
pacity.to absorb and retain moisture, but 
tho nutriment required by the plants can ba 
added to tho soil in a soluble chemical form 
»s inoffensive as tabla salt. 


Prorystockbridga closed by answering a 


few questions from tba audience. 


Inquiry was made as to how lalo in the 


•eiwn com might be cultivated without in- 
jury. .Ha said tha cutting of roots caused 
the growth of increased numbers of root- 
lets, and cash subsequent cultivation be- 
tween tho rows should ba narrower, EO as 
not to out the com roots back of where 
they were cut before j with this precaution 
• plough might run a single furrow as late 
•sit could bo run between the rows without 
injury to the growing ears nnd stalks.
